His subject will ,be Infantile Paral- 
ysis, and he will explain the details 
of the disease and its cure as well 
as. the .effect and1 discovery of his 
serum. 
. "We began to work on the serum 
immediately after, the paralysis epi- 
demic took on the vast proportions 
and during 1916 were'< on" the • track 
of a cure," said Dr. Rosenow. "It 
was not long before the serum was 
sufficiently perfect.to give material 
aid in'curing the •patient." 


Tho serum is administered -very 


early in the case and acts as a pre. 
ventive as well as a curative, ac- 
cording to the expert. .Since its use 
there has been little "danger and no 
special indications of a repetition 
of the epidemic. .

OF GRAVITATION 


IS QUESTIONED 


Italian 
Professor 
Advances 


New Theory^ on Astro- 


physical Science 


ROME—Newton's theory of grav- 


itation has been attacked by Prof. 
Maiorana, who speaking before 
• a 


meeting of 
prominent scientists 


here today declared the results of 
experiments he had performed up- 
set the hitherto accepted laws of 
physics governing the motions of 
celestial bodies. 


Newton's theory, while hitherto 


considered absolute, is only an ap- 
proximate . hypothesis, according to 
Prof. Maiorano, wha supports 'this 
assertion by showing that a ball of 
land floating in mercury 
becomes 


slightly lighter. 


From this the professor deduced 


four things: 


First—That bodies have both a 


true and apparent mass, the true 
mass of the sun being double the 
apparent mass. 
• . 


Second—That the stars attract 


.other bodies with forces entirely dif- 
ferent from' those thus admitted to 
exist. ^ 


Third—That the 
solar heat of 


stars.is generated by the'force of 
gravitation emanating from inferior 
strata. From th'is he argues 
th<; 


solar system has had an immense!? 
longer life than' has. been believed 
by scientists up until the present. 


Fourth—That the evolution of thj 


world has been closely Jinked, to' the 
phenomena which he has discovered. 


Prof. Maiorano explains . by this 


means the • fact- that all stars are 
more or'less- luminous and claims 
that his theory 'will bring, about a 
revolution- in astro-physical science.
